Now Theres a Bill! 


The average tax payer can readily identify him­ 


self with the significance of National Tax Freedom 
Holiday, May IO— for the average person has had 
to work until May IO of 1957 just to earn enough 
to pay his taxes for the year! His income for the rest 
of the year can now go to supporting his family. 
But, at long last, a step in the right direction 


has been taken in Congress toward reducing the 
steeply progressive high tax rates which penalize 
success, stifle incentive, block venture capital. 
Rep. A. N. Saa!ak, Conn., has introduced a bill 
which would reduce the first bracket rate — paid 
by all tax payers — from the present 20% to 15% 
of net income. The top surtax rate would be reduced 
from 91% to 42%, with other surtax brackets reduc­ 
ed in proportion, over a five-year period. 
Now that there actually is a bill in the legisla­ 
t e hopper which w ill give the stricken tax payer 
needed reief, Congressmen should be hearing “ from 
home 
in volumes of m ail supporting the Sadlak 
bill. Certainly it deserves quick action, and early 
public hearings’in Congress!

main the property of the landowners. 
Recreational facilities have been set up 
by many owners. 
And irrigation has 
been applied to small, adjoining crops. 


The structures are designed to re­ 


lease excessive water downstream at a 
slow rate, thereby putting into practice 
the idea to 
“ make water walk, 
not 


run.’ 
When a flash flood strikes, the 


reservoirs catch the water and release 
it very slowly. 
Completion of all the planned small 


dams will, in the future, tend to stabi­ 
lize the flow of large creeks and rivers 


providing more dependable, year- 


round surface water supplies.

sucking the plant juices. They 
attack 
young

mals. such as newborn calves 
and pigs and newly hatched quail 
and poultry. They are fond of 
quail and will enter the pipped 
eggs to get them. The ants of­ 
ten chase brooding 
hens 
from 
their nests and eat the chicks. 
Too, their mounds interfere with 
the harvesting of hay, silage or 
seed. 


Imported fire ants distinguish 
themselves by the mounds they 
build, says Fuller. The mound of 
a new colony may be only a 
few inches high but as the col­ 
ony grows, so does the mound. 
The average mound is from IO 
to 12 inches high. They prefer 
open, sunny sites in pastures or 
uncultivated areas, but may be 
found just about any place. 


Area treatment is the best sol­ 
ution to the fire ant problem. 
To treat one acre, Fuller says 
40 pounds of IO per cent chlor­ 
dane or 5 per cent dieldrin or 
aldrin or 5 per cent heptachlor 
should be used. At the first sign 
of infestation, control measures 
should be started, says the en­ 
tomologist, and this will mean 
treating the individual mound or 
mounds. The mound should be 
tom down with a rake or hoe, \ 
then from one to two cups of 
the a b o v e listed 
insecticides 
should be applied as dusts to 
the mound and a 16-foot area 
around it. Local county agents 
can supply additional information 
on this pest.

Does their danger restrict their 
use? Yes, but only to a certain 
extent. Skilled doctors and chem 
ieal engineers in the State Health

use, say: “ Any poison, however 
toxic, can be used with safety 
when proper precautioas are tak 
en.” 


It is for this reason that the 
State Department of Health, in

undertaken to acquaint as many 
persons as possible with exactly 
what those precautions are The 
project has taken this form:

should be prepared, and the lim 
it« of exposure to potent insecti­ 
cides. 


All the information is the lat­ 
est 
obtainable, 
condensed 
to 
bare essentials for quick reading 
and reference. The intention is 
to make the office of every doc­ 
tor and every county agent an 
information center 
in the 
safe 
use of 
economic 
poisons. 


Still, the burden of safe use 
will always be on the person be­ 
hind the spray gun. He is the 
one who must follow the instruc­ 
tions on the rn a nufacturers’ la­ 
bel. He is 
the

guard other people and livestock 
against

drifts

spray. He is the one who must 
make 
sure

masked and properly clothed be­
